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Venerable Brother: Health and the Apostolic Benediction 

HE statement which you brought to us on your recent visit to 
Rome, concerning the Catholic Church Extension Society of the 
United States of America, whose administrator is so ably assisted 
by your counsels, has been read by Us with the greatest pleasure. 
You asked Us to approve this Society of Our authority, and to enrich it 
with pontifical indulgences. This work, which you have so earnestly under- 
taken, is one than which there is none more worthy of men eager to promote 
the Divine glory. We also see that the work is most opportune, in a country 
where, owing to the multitudes of immigrants of various nationalities, a 
great and extending field lies open for the upbuilding of the Kingdom of 
God. And the more so as the endeavors of associations hostile to the Catho- 
lic name are so active and so effective, and so widespread. This hostile 
influence, unless coped with unceasingly and prudently, will do no little 
harm, especially among the simple folk of rural districts, to the happy growth 
of the Church in America, which we have grounds to look for. To this end 
your efforts, with the help of divine Providence, are directed. For you not 
only seek to win to Christ those who, through error or ignorance, stray 
farther and farther from Him, but at the same time you also devote, and 
justly too, your chief care to. all those of the Catholic fold who, deprived of 
the ministry of priests and encompassed by the snares of enemies, run the 
risk of losing their Faith. We are much pleased with the method and means 
you seek to employ for the furtherance of your society and for the acquisi- 
tion of new members and helpers. These are faithfully to depend on the 
will of the Bishops in their respective dioceses and to stir up in the souls of 
all good men that same zeal of apostleship which animates your own 
endeavors. . . 

Indeed, We marvel not that you enjoy the approval of your Venerable 
Brethren, some of whom We see on the Board of Governors of the Society. 
What is marvelous is the readiness and liberality with which your wishes are 
seconded by the good will and contributions of the faithful. To such an 
extent and in so short a time has your undertaking succeeded by the Divine 
favor, that it could not have enjoyed greater favor and success. From this 
auspicious beginning it is not difficult to conjecture what progress is in store 
for it. 

We have good reason, therefore, to commend your salutary industry and 
to heartily congratulate you on the progress of your labors. Moreover, we 
have determined to grant you, as you request, the support of Our authority 
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HIS EMINENCE RAPHAEL CARDINAL MERRY DEL VAL. 
Secretary of State to His Holiness Pope Pius X. 
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in order that the work happily begun may be prosecuted with greater 
alacrity, and that many of the faithful may be induced to co-operate therein. 

Wherefore, by these presents We approve and ratify your Society and 
grant the subjoined indulgences: 

I. St. Philip Neri shall be the heavenly patron of the Society. 

II. A plenary indulgence, to each member, on the day of admission, 
on the feasts of St. Philip Neri, St. Francis de Sales, St. Rose of Lama, the 
Holy Apostles and at the hour of death. 

III. To every member of the Society an indulgence of seven years and 
seven quarantines for every good work done in the interests of the Society. 

IV. An indulgence of three hundred days, to all the members as often 
as they piously recite the formula: "St. Philip, pray for us." 

V. The above indulgences, plenary and partial, may be applied to the 
souls in purgatory. 

VI. Priests who. are moderators or directors* of the Society may enjoy 
a privileged altar three times a week; founders and life members, six times 
a week. 

These privileges by Us conceded, We wish to be perpetual, all things to 
the contrary notwithstanding. Although the assistance of Divine grace can 
not be wanting to those who, like yourself, thus labor for religion and the 
good of souls, nevertheless, We earnestly pray that the graces of God may 
flow down upon you in greatest abundance. As an earnest of these and 
as a token of our special good will, to you, Venerable Brother, and to the 
rest of our Venerable Brethren and beloved sons, who together with you, 
direct the Society, and likewise to all those who are or shall become mem- 
bers or promoters of this Society, We most lovingly impart our Apostolic 
Benediction. 

Given at Rome, St. Peter's, the seventh day of June, the Feast of the 
Most Sacred Heart of Jesus, in the year 1 907, the fourth of our pontificate.

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|HE Board of Governors of the Catholic Church Extension Society 
of the United States of America most heartily joins with the 
Catholic Clergy and Laity of Chicago in extending a cordial 
welcome to Delegates and Visitors to the First American Catho- 
lic Missionary Congress. For almost three years, this Board has been striv- 
ing to arouse the Catholic people to a deeper interest in Missions in general, 
believing that the secret of future growth and progress lies in this direction. 
The time is evidently ripe. The Holy Father has taken the Church in 
America from its position of dependency and given it its full canonical rights. 
In doing this, he recognizes the fact that it is fully able to take care of its 
own interests and to aid in the work of the Church at large. We must, 
henceforth, study our own problems, and the work of the forthcoming Con- 
gress will be to weigh those problems intelligently, and to devise ways and 
means whereby they can be solved. 

We have a vast army of black and white Pagans to whom the Gospel 
must be preached. We have the remnant of the aborigines and amongst 
them the work of evangelization must not lag. We have the yearly army 
of Catholic immigrants, creating new problems and new responsibilities. 
We have our own neglected brethren living in places where there are no 
facilities for the practice of their religion and slowly but surely drifting away 
from the Church. Our own country, in fact, offers a great variety of mis- 
sionary problems. There is certainly no lack of work to be done. What 
we lack most, just at present, is intelligent organized effort and that living 
practical interest, amongst our people, taken as a whole, which makes for 
success in undertakings of this kind. 

The Church Extension Society devotes its attention primarily to the 
neglected Catholics of our own land. It aims to supply churches and priests 
to those who need them; it aims to stop the leakage which we have been 
powerless to prevent in the past; it aims, also, to develop that true mis- 
sionary spirit which reaches out to the ends of the earth. 

It is the hope of many earnest Christians that some day the Church in 
this country will have reached that stage of growth when it will do more than 
any other country in the world, in the foreign mission field. We are God's 
favorite nation, in many ways. We have the wealth, the initiative, the 
energy, and we believe that the time is here when this wealth, this initiative 
and this energy can be turned to good account in the solving of all those 
problems to which reference has been made. This Congress will, at least, 
be a beginning and beginnings are always important. The Cause is cer- 
tainly a holy one. 

We deem it an honor to have had a share in promoting this great under- 
taking and we cordially welcome the Hierarchy, the Clergy and the Laity, 
to its deliberations.

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|HE idea of bringing together the Hierarchy, Clergy and Laity 
of the United States into a Missionary Congress, was broached 
for the first time by the Most Reverend Archbishop of Chicago, 
while discussing missionary plans with one of the officers of the 
Church Extension Society. His Grace gave, at that time, a general outline 
of what he thought such a Congress should be and handed over to the Society 
the work of carrying out the details. The principal suggestion made by the 
Archbishop in connection with the Congress, was, that the pulpits of the 
city in which it met, should be filled on the opening Sunday with Preachers 
from every part of the country, whose duty would be to treat of some par- 
ticular phase of missionary work, all taking for the subject of their ser- 
mons " The Missionary Spirit." This idea of filling the pulpits of the 
City will be a striking feature of the Missionary Congress. With the 
approval of the Archbishop, who projected the gathering, we here set down 
its objects: 

" To mark the change of the Church in North America from missionary 
conditions to its full share in the efforts of the Church Universal, by striking 
the note of Unselfishness clearly and forcefully. To crystallize the mis- 
sionary sentiment now being awakened in the Catholic clergy and people, 
to the end that all may realize their common duty of preserving and extend- 
ing the Church of Jesus Christ. To study missionary conditions, especially 
of America and the Colonies of the United States, and plan for their 
improvement. To pledge to the Holy Father America's loyal support and 
active co-operation in his mighty task of ' restoring all things in Christ.' " 
These objects tell, in few and plain words, just the reason why the Congress 
is being called together. 

The First American Catholic Missionary Congress is not at all selfish. 
Its Directors believe, that since we are striving to cultivate the unselfish spirit 
amongst American Catholics, we should show the example by cultivating 
it amongst ourselves. Hence, while the work of Church Extension is the 
principal work to be considered, because of the interests of other mission 
works dependent upon the building up of the Church in America, neverthe- 
less, we recognize the obligation which is upon us of assisting the Missions 
for Indians and Negroes, the Apostolate amongst non-Catholics, and the 
Societies organized for Foreign Missions, etc. 

The spirit of the First American Catholic Missionary Congress will be 
best understood by quoting the words of the Archbishop of Chicago, at a 
meeting of his priests held for the purpose of making definite arrangements 
in connection with this Congress. 

The Archbishop said: " I conversed a short time ago with Bishop 
Henninghaus, of China, and from him I learned that in China and Japan, 
America and England are looked upon as the great civilized countries of 
the world, and, consequently, that anything which comes from England or 
America is to them the very top-notch of culture. Both China and Japan 
will copy their civilization from these two Nations. It is unfortunate, how- 
ever, that the Christianity which is preached in Japan and China, by the 
English-speaking missionaries, is not Catholic. The future Catholic mis-

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sionaries of both these countries should come from England and America, 
but, especially from America. Much of the mission work of these countries 
could be done best by America and Americans. I look forward to the day 
when every Parish in my Diocese will have both a Home and a Foreign 
Missionary Society, or, when an organization will take care of both Home 
and Foreign Missions. We have obligations toward our brethren here who 
are neglected, or without means to practice their religion, and we have 
obligations too, which will become stronger and stronger as our home work 
is taken care of, toward our brethren in other lands." 

This utterance of the Archbishop is the keynote of the Congress. We 
are gathered together to study the Missions; principally of America, but 
also of the world. 

His Eminence, Cardinal Gibbons, on a recent occasion, expressed the 
hope that there should be no narrow spirit and no jealous rivalries existing 
between the various Missionary Movements. " There is room for all," 
declared His Eminence, " and there is no reason why they should not work 
hand-in-hand." 

This Congress is a concrete expression of the Cardinal's belief that the 
strengthening of one Missionary Movement will inevitably strengthen all the 
others. There is certainly room for all. At the present time only a very 
small percentage of our people are contributors to mission work of any kind. 
We must reach the non-contributors. We have the organizations now. 
What we need is the means to carry out the purposes for which these 
organizations were formed. There is no lack of good intentions. It is 
lack of knowledge concerning the needs of the situation. 

The men who are devoting their lives to the task of building up the vari- 
ous organizations will be here to speak for themselves. All of them are 
looking for an opportunity of this kind. Convinced of the righteousness of 
the causes they are representing, all they ask for is hearers. 

The purpose of the Congress, with its representatives gathered from 
every corner of the country, is to send back from Chicago an army of 
returning delegates who will make it known in every city, and town, and 
village, and rural community that the Church in America has entered upon 
a new era, as far as the work of missions is concerned. We want these 
men who come here to the Congress to return, and, figuratively, set the 
country on fire with missionary zeal. They come here to receive the neces- 
sary information, and to acquire the true spirit. They go forth to leaven 
the indifferent many with the unselfishness that looks above and beyond 
local needs, that reaches out, not only to the needy and neglected of our 
own land, but to the spiritually destitute the world over. 


" I am exceedingly sorry that I have been unable to do very much 
for the Church Extension Society. I firmly believe that it is the best and 
greatest undertaking in the United States to-day.

T is only fair to assume that the persons who read this Official 
Guide of the First American Catholic Missionary Congress are 
familiar with the Extension Movement, and friends of the Cath- 
olic Church Extension Society. The Society was organized 
October 18, 1905, the first meeting being held at the residence of His 
Grace, James E. Quigley, Archbishop of Chicago. The wonder is that 
such a society was not instituted many, many years before the conditions 
that now exist in the missionary field, West and South, Southwest and 
Northwest, became so distressing. 

Well, there is nothing gained by regretting our inactivity of the past as 
long as we will do what is right in the future. Thus, and thus only can 
we remedy our past errors by doubling our efforts in the present. 

The Society is an organization; organized effort achieves the greatest 
possible good. Individuals no longer are of importance, except in so far as 
they form part and parcel of the organized entirety. 

The objects of the Catholic Church Extension Society are briefly : To 
develop the missionary spirit in the clergy and people of the United States ; 
to assist in erecting parish buildings in poor and needy places ; to support 
priests for poor or poverty-stricken districts ; to send the comfort of Religion 
to pioneer localities ; in a word, to preserve the Word of Jesus Christ among 
those scattered Catholics in far-off portions of our own land, especially in 
the country districts, and among immigrants. 

But before the missionary spirit can be developed it must be aroused, 
for it has been permitted to lie dormant all too long a time. The weeds of 
neglect have choked the life out of the flowers of zeal. The garHen of 
endeavor must first be cleared of the deadwood of inactivity and indifference. 

In the founding of the Catholic Church Extension Society only the 
beginning has been made. The good that will come from it will be felt 
in city and town, in village and hamlet, along the trackless prairie and plain 
leading finally to a human habitation sheltering human souls. Its final aim 
is to do good wherever the name of God is sincerely spoken and to make the 
Word of God known where now it is unknown or else forgotten. 

This is not a field of labor for one man or a group of men. It is a 
duty in which you must join, a work that you must share.

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HEN an application for assistance is made to the Society, it goes 
directly to a member of the Board of Governors, who sees to it 
that it is properly endorsed by the bishop of the diocese, and 
who secures information as far as he can concerning the condi- 
tions about the needy place. This done, at the next meeting of the Board 
the petition for help is considered by the Executive Committee and recom- 
mendation made thereon. This recommendation comes up before the gen- 
eral meeting in connection with other applications. 

If it is found worthy and money is available the assistance is at once 
voted. At the annual meeting of the Board every cent in the treasury is 
voted away, and every dollar sent out to do its work. 

The help given by the Society is in the shape of a gift or a loan. In 
either event, however, money voted by the Board for church building is 
available only when the roof is on the structure. The reason for this is 
that the Society desires its assistance to go only where it is certain that 
results will follow, and the building of the church up to the roof is accepted 
as proof that the people themselves are taking an interest and will co-operate 
with the pastor and the Society. 

The Society never contributes the full amount to build a church or 
chapel, but always insists that something, no matter how little, be done by 
those who are to be helped. The Board always prefers to lend money free, 
or at a low rate of interest, rather than give it outright, because in this way 
the parish can take all the time it wishes to recuperate and get itself on its 
feet. When it is able to return the amount loaned, the money is in turn 
applied to some other needy place. In this way the Society funds can be 
used over and over again. 

The standing rule of the Board is that not more than half of the 
available funds at any meeting be used for gifts. It is important to remem- 
ber that the Board of Governors alone have the disbursing power, whether 
the application is for a loan or gift. No individual in the Society, whatever 
may be his office, is authorized, individually, to disburse funds.

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|HE needs in the missionary field are many and varied, but it is 
impossible to attempt an instant change. The necessity for 
moving slowly in accomplishing a great work by degrees, is at 
once apparent. 

The aim and duty of the Society is to build chapels in localities where 
there are none now and where the size of the colony justifies making a 
beginning. There are hundreds and hundreds of places that are now 
without a chapel and where a chapel should be builded at once. The 
Society has done considerable in this regard during the brief period of its 
existence; but it is only the beginning, and more can and will be done as 
the work of the Society becomes better known and better appreciated and 
better supported. 

The missionary priests themselves must be helped, encouraged, taken 
care of. In another place mention is made of the conditions" under which 
missionary priests must labor. It is sufficient here to speak only of the fact 
that some of our missionary priests are practically mendicants, wandering 
from place to place, ministering to the needs of the scattered flocks, and 
subsisting as best they can on the scant pittance given them in the various 
mission places they visit. 

These two things are, therefore, of first and vital importance, namely : 

To build new chapels, and to take care of the priests attending them. 

Other needs in the missionary field are the following : A larger number 
of priests is needed to take care of the missions. At present considerable 
of their time is consumed in traveling from place to place. The beginning 
in this regard has been made by the Society, and as it grows, no doubt 
the number of priests for the missionary field will grow larger. 

Another need keenly felt in places that now have chapels is the school. 
It is possible to preserve the Faith in older members of the family, but 
children can be held primarily by means of schools. This is one of the 
important problems that the Catholic Church Extension Society must solve 
when it has performed its pioneer work as regards the present immediate 
needs of the missionary field.

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EOPLE living in large cities and populous towns can hardly 
realize the hardships to which priests laboring in the missionary 
field are subjected. Hundreds of letters and articles that we 
have received have given us an insight into conditions that are 
almost beyond human belief. We know for a positive fact that there are 
hundreds and hundreds of priests young men, and men more advanced 
in years, who have not a penny in the world. They have no regular salary, 
no fixed habitation, and they exist, or shall I say subsist, on the charity of 
those to whom they minister. Few take their meals regularly. Often they 
are compelled to sleep in barns, hayricks, and under the open sky, when 
on their missionary rounds. The place they call " home " is often nothing 
more than a miserable shack. Many other things we could say, but are 
ashamed to admit that God's ministers of the gospel and Christ's mission- 
aries of the cross must endure such hardships and miseries in a land of 
prosperity and plenty. 

The knowledge we have is gleaned from their letters and was given only 
reluctantly in answer to our questions. We wanted to know just what the 
conditions were, and we were astounded when we discovered the truth. 
Not one of them wrote in the spirit of complaint, or to grumble. There are 
saints and martyrs in our own times, certainly. 

One missionary priest wrote as follows: 

" You can scarcely fully understand how much a little help now and 
then will encourage a poor missionary priest; and I am quite confident that 
if help is given now and then, within twenty-five years from now the number 
of ' tramp priests ' will be reduced by at least one-half. Without some 
substantial help and encouragement from outside sources, the burden is 
almost too heavy for the average priest out in these lands of ' magnificent 
distances.' Not all pass through spells of blues and gloom with an unbroken 
spirit. We can only ask God to give them the grace of Fortitude." 

Another zealous missionary priest writes : 

"If it were not for the salvation of souls I would not lead this sort 
of life, nor do this sort of work for all the gold in the world." 

Aye! there's the rub the salvation of souls. But if there were no 
souls to save, there would be no Church there would be no necessity 
for a Church. Can anything be done to help the zealous priest laboring 
in the neglected corners of the Lord's vineyard? What is your answer?

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PRIEST from the South recently visited our office and told 
us a pitiful story of the poverty and privation to which he and 
hundreds of priests are subjected. " I never saw a cent of 
salary, for I have lived on the Intentions that are given me. Do 
you know that last night I was refused hospitality in this great Catholic city 
of Chicago? But why not? Look at my clothes!" 

And he spoke the truth. We got him a new suit of clothes, and he is 
down in " Dixie " again in the old rounds and with the old burdens about 
him. 

Two years ago this same priest was a bright Philadelphia lad with 
shining black hair, his face beaming with joy. He entered upon the work 
of his mission full of hope, and zeal and love for God's poor, neglected 
souls; but his face is lined with care to-day, and suffering has left its mark 
on every feature. His hair is streaked with silver, and all within two years ! 
This is only one of hundreds of similar stories that we could tell, but 
it is not pleasant .to enter upon a recital of the woes we have found to 
exist. The pity of it is that we have waited so long to alleviate the suffer- 
ings of our missionaries. Well, we are not entirely to blame for no one 
brought the conditions that existed to our notice. But now that we know, 
" Let the dead past bury its dead," and let us go on on, " heart within 
and God o'er-head." 

The Society has a special " Department of Intentions." The Intentions 
you send are registered in a special book which shows the number, the 
name of the sender, his address, the Intention itself, date received, the 
initials of the person receiving it, the amount of the offering, to whom it 
was sent, address, card number, amount, by whom, and date sent, date 
returned. Thus, there is absolutely no danger that any Intention will not 
properly be taken care of. We do not send Intentions direct to the priests 
themselves, but to the Bishop or Provincial this in conformity with a 
recent decree of the Holy Father. No Intentions are sent outside of the 
United States. 

The Society vigilantly guards Intentions until they have been properly 
acquitted. Moreover, at certain times during the year a committee con- 
sisting of a bishop and two priests who are pastors, examine the books of 
the " Department of Intentions," and certify that all Intentions sent out 
have been receipted for, and certificate filed that they have been acquitted. 
As a rule all Intentions must be reported acquitted within thirty days after 
sending them. The Society's system with regard to this matter has been 
pronounced admirable by bishops, priests and provincials.

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|HE Society in its anxiety to bring relief to poor priest* laboring 
in the out-of-the-way places, and who have no visible means of 
support, has created a fund known as " The Missionary Fund." 
Contributions for this fund are gratefully received. Heretofore 

most of the contributions have come from the readers of EXTENSION Maga- 

zine, who, reading the stories of missionary hardships and distress, have 

been touched to intensest pity. 

Shakespeare's immortal lines bring the lesson home to us more com- 

pletely and more prettily than we can do it; and the appeal contained in 

them needs no further elucidation: 

" If ever you have looked on better days, 

If ever been where bells have knolled to church, 

If ever sat at any good man's feast, 

If ever from your eyelids wiped a tear 

And know what 'tis to pity and be pitied, 

Let gentleness my strong enforcement be." 

What can we add to this to make it strike home, to make you loosen 
the strings of your purse? Any amount is acceptable, the child's penny 
as well as the wealthier person's five or ten dollars. We do not like to 
designate this fund as a " national charity," but such it is, to say the least, 
and our sincere hope is that it will grow and grow so that, when a needy 
priest writes us asking for assistance, we may be able, without much ado, 
to relieve his distress. Remember then, that the " Missionary Fund " is 
open, and will remain open always to receive whatever your goodness or 
your bounty prompts you to give for the specific purpose of helping poor 
and needy priests as regards their material needs. Remember, they have 
little income, no fixed salary. Gratuities for them are out of the question, 
for their flocks are composed principally of poor people. If your generosity 
prompts you to augment this fund there will be many a priest to bless you. 

It is, indeed, a pity that, with all the wealth this nation boasts, with all 
the wealth individuals have, it should nevertheless be necessary to start, as 
it were, a "poor box" for the Catholic priests zealously laboring in the 
neglected C9rners of the Lord's vineyard. This very necessity accuses us of 
neglect in the past, but it ought also to stimulate our activity to-day, and so 
mend matters.

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^THOLICS who are privileged to hear Mass regularly in a 
beautiful church or cathedral can hardly realize that in many 
of the out-of-the-way mission places even the necessary articles 
for the celebration of Mass are wanting. The missionary priest, 
traveling from place to place, is compelled to carry the things he absolutely 
needs with him. The altar, accessories and decorations are nearly always 
absent in most of the places in which he offers the Holy Sacrifice of the 
Mass. The vestments he wears are old and tattered, and have done service 
for many, many years. One priest, writing in the November number of the 
EXTENSION Magazine about one of his Southern missions, says: 

" The vestments donated in the first year of the building of the church 
(A. D. 1832), are used to this day, and bear the inscription upon them 
* Donated from the Society for Poor Churches, Paris, France, 1832.' " 

In many localities the candlesticks are empty tin fruit cans filled with 
sand, or empty bottles. Ostensoriums and censers are found in but few 
places, and stations of the cross are almost unheard of. The altars, as a 
rule, are rudely improvised out of old dry goods boxes, tables or dressers. 

A vast amount of good has already been done by the Church Goods 
Department of the Catholic Church Extension Society. Since its organiza- 
tion, this department has received and given out over twenty-five hundred 
pieces of church plate, vestments, articles of clothing, etc. We have a 
large number of applications on file from priests who are in need of a 
good many things for chapel or altar. Particularly, is there a demand 
for ostensoriums, chalices and ciboriums. 

We respectfully request the clergy to kindly give this matter a little 
thought, and tender whatever help lies in their power. The secondhand 
Church Goods Department shall be glad to receive albs, amices, altar laces, 
chasubles, ciboriums, cinctures, copes, crucifixes, candlesticks, censers, 
chalices, finger-bowls, ostensoriums, altar linens, surplices and stations of 
the cross. In fact, anything used in the church we are glad to receive. 

Remember, this is a secondhand Church Goods Department, and we 
are not looking for new things. The vestments may be somewhat worn and 
the altar accessories stand in need of repair or replating no matter we 
will attend to that. Send what you have at our expense. Be sure to 
enclose in the box your name and address, and a list of the articles, so 
that we may keep an accurate record of things received and their source. 
If you have any altars and stations of the cross, these it would be better to 
ship directly from your point to the person in need. In that event kindly 
advise us and we will tell you to whom to ship. Of course, we will gladly 
receive new church goods also.

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TATISTICIANS have estimated at various times that the total 
number of Catholics that have fallen away from the Faith during 
the last hundred years exceeds ten millions. Surely, an enor- 
mous figure, equal to about one-seventh of the present popula- 
tion of the United States, and totaling more than two-thirds of the entire 
Catholic population of the present day. It hardly seems possible that the 
Church in America could have sustained so serious a loss and yet endure; 
but truth has ever been stranger than fiction. No doubt, in our estimated 
loss are included not only those who have actually fallen away themselves, 
but also their children, and their children and so on, who, quite naturally 
would have been Catholics had the parents remained Catholics. 

Missionaries who write from the field of their labors tell and repeat 
the story of our frightful losses. Families that were once Catholic are to 
be found in nearly every locality ; they are no longer Catholics, but members 
of this, or that, or the other sect. You will find a Miss O'Shaughnessy 
and Mr. Timothy Flaherty singing in a Protestant choir; a Reverend Mr. 
O'Connor in the Baptist pulpit, or a Reverend Mr. Murphy in a denomina- 
tional church depicting the " errors " of the Catholic religion. These facts 
are not merely occasional incidents, but they are woven into the fabric of 
religious life in the sparsely settled districts. 

How can one build anew under conditions such as these? It can be 
done to be sure. We can get them all back into the fold. The spark of 
the Faith of their fathers is not dead, only slumbering. The lessons of the 
mother's piety are not entirely forgotten. It behooves us, then, to fan the 
still smouldering embers again into an ardent flame. 

Is it worth while to give these, our separated brethren, a helping hand? 
If anon, we doubt, let us remember that they are separated from us through 
no fault of their own. It was our indifference in the past that drove them 
away from us. It was the friendliness of the sects flourishing in the locali- 
ties in which they live that called them through the portals' of the Protestant 
church. They will come back to us if we sound the call and extend to them 
the hand of welcome. And this is one of the objects of the Catholic Church 
Extension Society.

BHERE are more than a million Catholics in the United States, 
living in out-of-the-way places, who rarely are visited by a priest, 
and to whose spiritual wants there is necessarily 'scant minis- 
tration. There are localities where Mass has not been said for 
years; and other places where Mass is celebrated only occasionally in a 
private house or the town hall. There are, again, localities where the 
church is too often a hovel or shack, a hut, a stable or a barn, but it is 
reverently called the House of God, because occasionally Mass is said there. 

People who live in cities and have grand and costly churches in which 
to worship, do not realize the hard struggles of those who live in isolated 
places to keep alive the Faith, and teach it to their children. Some parents, 
in whom the Faith is still strong, put forth splendid endeavor to instruct 
their children in catechism, and teach them the beauties of their Religion 
as best they can. .But these children surrounded by detrimental influences 
never learn fully to appreciate the lessons taught them and fall an easy prey 
to the blandishments put forth by their non-Catholic neighbors. 

Not only from priests, themselves, have we reports concerning conditions 
in isolated places. Men and women to whom has come a blessing, through 
the work of Church Extension, are writing us, and what they say is worth 
pondering over. Here is a letter from a man in the South. Read it, and 
it will give you newer light: 

" Here I come, as a voice from the Southland, pleading, imploring, yes, 
begging, for Church Extension. If you favored ones only knew of the 
many hundreds of people who never saw a priest nor were ever in a Catholic 
church, surely you would send us missionaries to convert us to the true 
Church. I am a convert, isolated, and the only one in my family, the only 
one in this small town; and some of the Baptists have tried to proselyte 
me. . . . The nearest church is forty miles from here; I can not 
make my Easter duty. 

" Most of the people here look upon me as a lost soul, and they seem 
to think it a condescension and an act of charity to pay me the smallest 
attention. My conversion, I attribute to my great and fervent desire to 
belong to the true Church. . . . If the church on wheels ' comes 
here, I shall be, oh! so happy. Please do not, I beg in His name, do not 
send all the missionaries to foreign lands ; send some to our fair Southland. 
. . . We need a shepherd to bring us the Bread of Life. I feel like 
one starving in a heathen land." 


" I thank .you for your kind invitation to attend the Congress and 
it is my duty to be there."

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| HAT there is absolutely a dearth of priests is one of the hin- 
drances in the work of the Church in America. According to 
the latest available statistics there are approximately 13,500,000 
Catholics in the United States, and 1 3,500 priests to minister to 
them. This means one priest for every 1 ,000 souls. 

After the large congregations in the big cities have been provided it 
is at once apparent that the supply of priests for the missionary field is 
necessarily small. It is no unusual thing now for one missionary priest to 
attend from five to fifteen missions that are many miles apart. The parish 
of one priest in the West covers an extent of area equal to that of the 
whole of Ireland, and this is not a solitary instance. 

Protestants of the various denominations have resident ministers in every 
place where they have a church, sometimes also an assistant. Under 
present conditions our missionary priest, instead of enlightening the neglected 
and ministering to his flock, and building, and extending and strengthening 
his parish, is compelled to travel most' of .the time. The half a loaf of 
'spiritual bread that it is his to give he is compelled to break into many very 
small pieces in order that everybody get at least a crumb. But, if only an 
occasional crumb is fed, what is the result? Spiritual starvation! 

" Am I my brother's keeper? " takes on a newer meaning in the light of 
these distressing facts. What must our answer be? And who is so indif- 
ferent that he does not heed the call to duty that lies so near to home a 
duty woven into the very fabric of our spiritual being? 

Everybody who has given any thought to this subject must realize that 
the supply of priests we have is not equal to the demand. But what are 
we doing to get more priests. Surely, among the more than thirteen millions 
of Catholics there are numbers of young men who have a vocation for the 
priesthood ; but finding them the question of expense arises. The Society 
has as yet not put forth an organized attempt with regard to this matter. 
It has made merely a beginning by creating a fund for the education of 
desirable young men to be trained for priestly work in the missionary field. 
This fund is called the Educational Fund, and was opened a few months 
ago. The Board of Governors authorized the appropriation of $2,000 
from the treasury of the Society for this specific purpose. Various other 
donations made by friends of the Extension Movement have raised it so 
that at present it amounts to $3,395. Subscriptions to the Educational 
Fund are always welcome. 

With a larger number of priests doing service in the missionary field, 
they will be able to do better work. With a resident priest and regular 
services, frequent attendance at divine worship is bound to yield good 
Catholics; and good Catholics mean also greater growth. Members of 
other denominations will come to our churches, impelled at first by curiosity; 
and after a while there will be recruits from their ranks, and the problem 
of the support of the pastor and church will be practically solved. Why 
should not individual Catholics take upon themselves the happy burden of 
educating one young man for the priesthood? It means an offering of only 
$150 a year.

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j]HE power of the press is indisputable. Its influence for good or 
bad can not be gainsaid. In this regard too, as in many other 
respects, little Catholic organized effort has ever been brought 
forth to supply literature to those of the Faith, and to those not 
of the Faith. The excellent work of Truth Societies should be encouraged 
and supplemented. 

The thorough and bountiful distribution of the right kind of literature 
among the people in isolated places is a work that the Society has recently 
undertaken.; The sending of Catholic books to Catholics, who are not 
blessed by the frequent visit of a priest, and who have no chapel, is one 
means, in fact the only hope of keeping alive the spark of Faith. 

The Protestant missionary societies know full well the potency of the 
printed word, and they are spending vast sums of money in printing and 
distributing Protestant literature among their people living in out-of-the-way 
places. The dissemination of literary matter is an important branch of 
missionary work. 

By distributing the right kind of literature much can be accomplished 
by way of combating the prejudices that may still be found to exist among 
those not of the Faith. In fact, we have reports from many missionary 
priests giving innumerable examples of converts made, principally, through 
the printed word. We may rest assured that there are thousands upon 
thousands of people who would be members of the Catholic Church if they 
understood us better, and could learn to appreciate the beauties of the 
Catholic religion. You may have observed that many a religious cult and 
economic propaganda has gained hordes of adherents through a well-directed 
publicity campaign. 

At the recent annual meeting of the Board of Governors the matter of 
distributing literature was thoroughly discussed, and a fund for its liberal 
distribution was opened with an appropriation of $ 1 ,000 to which, since 
then, various small sums have been contributed, bringing the total of the 
Literature Fund to $1,118. We sincerely hope that the generously dis- 
posed will help augment this very important fund. 

In this regard, as in other things, the denominational churches again 
set us an example of zeal and activity, and also prove to us that they 
realize the splendid missionary possibilities of the printed word. They have 
regular bureaus of " Christian Literature," Bible and tract societies. 
The American Bible Society (founded 1816), expends, approximately, 
$500,000 a year. The last published report in the " Blue Book of Mis- 
sions " gives the number of Bibles distributed as 1,770,891. The total 
issues of this Society in eighty-eight years amounted to 74,441,676 copies 
of the Bible. Three of the leading Tract societies expended in one year 
$ 1,1 78, 1 63.06 for the distribution of " Christian Literature." What, then, 
ought we to spend for the distribution of true Christian literature?

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|NE of the wonders of the present hour is the amount of money 
being contributed by the various denominations for home and 
foreign missions. The Methodists, a few years ago, within the 
short space of three years, collected an endowment fund of $20,- 
000,000. A great part of this fund was contributed by sympathizers 
without the Methodist fold. Presbyterians, Baptists, Lutherans, in fact, all 
the evangelical churches are devoting a great deal of energy to their home 
missions. They are establishing settlement houses among the poor in all large 
cities. Just now the Catholic immigrant receives a great deal of attention. In 
Philadelphia, alone, it is said there are seven Protestant churches for 
Italians. The Presbyterians have a fine church in which a statue of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary occupies a conspicuous place. This work among 
Catholic immigrants is going on in every city of any consequence. The 
children of immigrants receive particular attention. They are gathered into 
little mission schools. In some cases they are fed and clothed, but in all 
cases the process of weaning them from Catholic Faith and practice is 
steadily adhered to. There seems to be no lack of funds for the carrying 
on of these enterprises. 

We will do well to look closely into this work of proselytizing which 
is going on in every corner of the country. Perhaps these people are 
animated by humanitarian and philanthropic motives. We must not censure 
them too severely for their desire to win recruits from the Old Church. 
From their standpoint their attempts are laudable and praiseworthy. It is 
our duty, believing as we do, to thwart them at every turn. It is our duty 
to collect facts and statistics bearing on their efforts, and set them before 
our people, to the end that something practical may be done to offset these 
efforts. 

AH the sects have given a great deal of attention to the work of church 
extension. They have helped to build little churches wherever their organi- 
zations were weak; they have helped to support ministers in the poorer 
places, and they are unanimous in declaring that the results have been 
extremely satisfactory. There is scarcely a community, however sparsely 
settled, in the United States in which there is not one or more Protestant 
churches to be found. We are safe in asserting that more than half of 
these churches owe their existence to their extension societies. We, ourselves, 
are somewhat late in the field, but a vast amount of good still remains to be 
done. We can learn something from the methods of our adversaries. Now 
is the time to save those who rightly belong to us. Ten years from now it 
will be too late. The watchword of the forthcoming Congress is " SAVE 
OUR OWN," save the children of the immigrants; save our Catholics 
living in churchless localities; save all those who rightly belong to us, who 
wish to be Catholics, and will be Catholics, if, as a body, we interest our- 
selves in their spiritual welfare.

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|HE activity of the Protestant Mission Societies is perjbaps best 
illustrated by showing what some of the principal denominations 
are doing as regards their home missions. The following data 
are taken from the 1 905 edition of the " Blue Book of Mis- 
sions " 

The American Baptist Home Mission Society's income for the year 
ending March 31, 1904, was $729,860; and it expended $751,632. 

The American Church Missionary Society (Protestant Episcopal), 
founded A. D. 1 860, had an income for the year ending August 31,1 903, 
of $69,918.37. 

The American Missionary Society (Congregational), founded A. D. 
1 846, had an income for the year ending September 30, 1 903, of $336,- 
601.89; and expended $357,267.73. 

The American Unitarian Association, founded 1825, had an income 
for the year ending April 30, 1902, of $306,082, of which amount it 
expended $60,607.48 for Home Missions. 

The 'Congregational Home Mission Society, founded A. D. 1825. 
Income for the year ending March 31, 1904, was $444,501.27; expend- 
itures, $570,629.91. 

The Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, founded 
A. D. 1819, had an income for the year 1903 (including Women's Socie- 
ties and Domestic Missions), of $2,541 ,033.38. Of this amount $1 ,422, - 
7 1 6. 1 1 was expended in the foreign field. 

The Presbyterian Church Board of Home Missions had an income for 
the year ending March 3, 1904, of $820,606.20, and expended $825,- 
696.65. (The receipts and expenditures of the Woman's Board are 
included in the figures.) 

The Protestant Episcopal Church, founded A. D. 1 835, had an income 
for the year ending August 31, 1904, for its Domestic Missions of $359,- 
238.68, and expended $438,109.74. 

These are some of the leading denominations. There are probably about 
fifty other denominational Societies engaged in Home Mission work, nor 
have we laid emphasis on the Women's Auxiliary Missionary Societies, the 
aggregate of which represents an enormous activity in the Home Mission 
field. All of which proves one thing that they are at work while we are 
asleep ; they have been at work for nearly a century and we have been 
standing idly by and wondering how it came about that so many Catholics 
were lost to the Faith.

T the last annual meeting of the Societya "Million-Dollar Endow- 
ment Fund" was begun. It will be the aim of the Society to raise 
a million dollars (the interest alone to be used) within a period 
of five years. One of the members of the Society subscribed 
$ 1 00,000, this amount to be given in securities or otherwise, within five 
years. Moreover, the donor will go among his friends and endeavor to 
raise several hundred thousand dollars in addition. This fund ought to 
interest particularly those Catholics possessed of means. We have our 
multi-millionaires, and while we realize that wealthy Catholics are impor- 
tuned on behalf of a number of good works, still we feel they ought to 
take a special interest in a work that is even more than national in impor- 
tance a work upon which depends, in a large measure, the growth of 
Faith among a goodly percentage of our Catholic brethren. Moreover, our 
Catholic millionaires and wealthy people should realize that wealth is given 
them for a purpose; and to do good of whatever kind should become with 
them a duty. 

But we want it understood that this Endowment Fund has not been 
opened exclusively for the subscriptions of the wealthy Catholics. We 
keep ever in mind the story of the Widow's Mite, which is as pleasing in 
the sight of God and as mighty in its abundance as the vaster amount of 
the opulent. The nickel or dime, quarter or dollar, contributed to this 
fund will help it to grow and reach the dimensions for which we are aiming. 
We realize that the vast majority of the Catholic people are possessed of 
humble means, but to their everlasting credit and glory be it said that they 
have always given cheerfully of their means whenever a good cause was 
presented to them. 

Therefore, let us shoulder to shoulder lend our strength to raise the 
amount of the Endowment Fund within the number of years planned, and 
never lose sight of the fact that it is intended for a mighty good work, the 
Extension of the Church in the United States, and the spread of the Faith 
among its people.

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|HE Society has been helped in its efforts to remedy the conditions 
existing in the missionary field by Founderships. There are at 
present eleven Founders, in other words eleven persons who have 
agreed to pay $5,000 to the Society in cash, or at the rate of 
$500 a year for ten years. We should like to be able to increase the 
present founders to at least one hundred, for there are that many persons 
of wealth among our people and to whom $5,000 is no considerable amount. 

It will be noted that among our Founders are also people of humbler 
means, but, who with some sacrifice, consider themselves able to contribute 
the amount that gives them a Foundership in the Society. In the doing of 
good sacrifice always plays an important part. To give $5,000 to a good 
cause may seem an enormous sum to some, and perhaps it would be if it 
were required to be paid at one time, but that is not at all necessary, for 
the Society will give ten years of time in which to pay the total amount. 

The denominational missionary societies can show large lists of men 
and women who have donated, not only $5,000, but largely in excess of 
this amount for the mission work of their churches. What, then, ought we 
to expect from Catholic men and women who have the knowledge that the 
Church Extension they will help will also extend the Truth God's own 
eternal Truth?

There is no better way for them to give expression to their zeal for the 
support of the Faith; no better way for them to show their loyalty to 
Mother Church; no worthier cause to enlist their sympathy and activity 
than missions. The sad conditions which exist in the missionary field are 
traceable directly to our thoughtlessness and selfishness in the past. 

It ought not to be necessary to dwell on this matter at length. The 
mere statement that the conditions which exist have been permitted to exist 
and flourish ought to arouse our energy and rekindle our zeal. It ought to 
suffice to merely call attention to the souls hungering for spiritual food, crying 
as it were, in the wilderness for the consolation and solace of their Religion, 
which have hitherto been denied them. It ought to suffice to chronicle with- 
out superfluous verbiage the loss the Church has sustained, simply because 
there has been no organized effort on our part to hold the little Catholic 
bands together. It ought to suffice to remind ourselves that the Protestant 
sects have set us an example of zeal certainly worthy of our emulation. 

If further incentive is needed, may we not be permitted to point to the 
work already done by this Society during the very brief period of its 
existence. Catholic organizations ought to consider it their bounden duty 
to put their shoulder to the wheel of Church Extension. 

A Life Membership for a society means that it will agree to contribute 
$ 1 00 a year for a period of ten years. It is not a big sum when we con- 
sider the aggregate number of members. Probably less than a dollar a year 
per capita would pay the necessary amount.

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jjHERE is a way in which a parish in the large city or prosperous 
town may help along the work of Church Extension. Many 
parishes have already given us collections, amounting sometimes 
to $200 or more. By subscribing an annual collection until the 
sum total of such collection shall have reached $ 1 ,000, the pastor can have 
his church placed on our Mission Roll of Honor. 

No such pledge, of course, can be given unless the pastor himself is 
deeply interested in the work of Church Extension. Even though it were 
to take ten years to raise the amount necessary for a parish Life Membership, 
the good will evinced by the parish and its pastor would be worth a great 
deal to the work of Church Extension. A Life Membership for a parish 
means, substantially, that two little mission churches will be erected under 
its patronage. 

A number of parishes have already taken out Life Memberships in the 
Society, and pastors who are interested in the success of our work have 
pledged themselves to see that collections are kept up annually. .We repeat 
that a number of parishes have already taken out Life Memberships in the 
Society, but only an inconsiderable number, in view of the fact that there 
are, in our estimation, at least one thousand parishes that could, if they 
would, raise the funds necessary for the Life Membership in the Society. 

We venture to prophesy that if an annual contribution of, say, $100, 
is pledged for the work of Church Extension, the internal interests of the 
parish will be improved, and that the unselfishness of priest and people will 
be more than justified in the annual report of the parish concerned. 

The first hundred parishes taking out Life Memberships will be con- 
sidered Pioneers in this particular branch of Church Extension work. The 
Parish Roll of Honor has just been opened, and the few names are merely 
the beginning. 

Here is the list of parish Life Memberships received to date: Parish 
of the Immaculate Conception, Ohio, 111. ; St. Paul's Parish, Burlington, 
Iowa; St. Agnes Parish, Cleveland, Ohio; St. Francis Church, New 
Haven, Conn. ; Holy Angels' Parish, Buffalo, N. Y. ; Sacred Heart 
Parish and Pastor, Shelby Settlement, Ohio; St. Peter's Parish, Upper 
Sandusky, Ohio. 

One Illinois pastor, who subscribed a Life Membership, has ninety 
families, and is located in a little town of five hundred inhabitants. The 
parish is not out of debt, and, naturally enough, the pastor is anxious to have 
as little money as possible go out from his own work; but he realizes that 
while " charity begins at home," it does not end there, and he feels that 
God's blessing will be showered on those who remember His poor and 
neglected. So he spoke to his people on charity one Sunday and said that 
his parish would adopt Church Extension as a parish charity. He placed 
the collection box at the door, with a little notice saying that the contributions 
placed in this box would go to poor parishes, priests, etc. During the first 
half month $ 1 2 were placed in the box. The second month's contribution 
amounted to $19. So this parish Life Membership will be paid long 
before the ten years have expired.

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| HE interest manifested by several religious Orders and Com- 
munities has been a source of much comfort to those interested 
in the Extension Movement. These Orders and Communities are 
composed of men who know better than any one else the needs 
of the missionary field. They have labored hard and zealously for a 
century to remedy conditions and are now contributing their mite toward 
the work of Church Extension. 

Life Memberships in the Society have been taken out by the Jesuit 
Fathers of the Missouri Province, the Jesuit Fathers of the New Orleans 
Mission, the Passionist Fathers of the Western Province, Franciscan Fathers 
of the Cincinnati Province, the California and Rocky Mountain Mission 
of the Jesuit Fathers, the Oblate Fathers of the South- Western Province, 
Abbey of Gethsemani, Kentucky, Monastery of the Visitation, Wilming- 
ton, Delaware. A Sisterhood, to show its interest in the work of Church 
Extension, prevailed upon the pupils to take out a Life Membership. And 
so it happens that the pupils of Holy Angels' Academy, Buffalo, New 
York, have an honored place on our list. Would it not be possible for 
other Orders and Communities of Sisters to do likewise? 

A religious Order represents a great many. It is true that each Order 
has its own particular charity, and some of them are supporting missions. 
Thus, the Jesuit Fathers of the Missouri Province are supporting entirely 
the missions in British Honduras, besides paying assessments for foreign 
missions to the General Order. This, however, does not prevent them from 
recognizing a real indebtedness to Home Missions of this country. 

Why should not every Province of a religious Order in the United 
States whether composed of men or women do something for the 
cause of Church Extension? One hundred dollars a year, given as a con- 
tribution in which every man and woman in an Order or Community shares, 
is certainly no great amount. Those who have received should certainly 
realize the beauty of giving. Nothing more need be said to emphasize the 
force of this argument. 

The various religious Communities, whether composed of men or women, 
can testify as to the value of support, and can realize as no one else can, 
the truth of the words, saying it " blesseth him that gives, and him that 
takes." Time and time again they have experienced the blessing that comes 
with the taking. Let them now also experience the blessing that goes with 
the giving. 

Whatsoever may be the particular work in which the Order is especially 
interested, the obligation of charity, generosity and unselfishness is just as 
strong upon them as upon the diocesan clergy or laymen. What the religious 
Orders and Communities have done for Church Extension, either through 
their prayers or practical gifts is greatly appreciated, but we should like 
to see more names added to the list of givers.

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fjHERE are many Catholics who can not see their way clear to 
become Life Members or Founders of the Society, but this is 
no reason why they should not take an interest in the Extension 
Movement. We have a plan by which any person, no matter 
how situated, may help along the work of Church Extension, and become 
a Contributing Member of the Society, namely, by contributing yourself 
2 cents a week and by getting twenty others to agree to do the same.

T was certainly a noble idea to institute a Chapel Car Service to 
visit localities that are rarely or infrequently reached by a priest. 
The flock of the Catholic Church is truly scattered, and those 
who live beyond the sound of bells must be reached through other 
means. 

Mr. Ambrose Petry donated St. Anthony Chapel Car which was 
blessed and dedicated by His Grace James E. Quigley, Archbishop of 
Chicago, Sunday, June 16, 1907. Equipped just the same as a Catholic 
Church, with altar, pews, vestments, etc., it is a veritable Catholic " church 
on wheels " ; and it sped out on its first mission in the far West, touching 
points that had been almost forgotten in the wilderness. 

The interior of the car is cosy and inviting. There are no lofty spires, 
and no deep-toned bells swinging in a belfry. Yet, we make bold to say 
that this Chapel Car is as pleasing in the sight of God as the most pre- 
tentious pile of marble surmounted by a cross of gold; for, ihe priests in 
this chapel go forth as the missionaries of old, preaching the Gospel, adminis- 
tering the Sacraments, offering up the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass, bringing 
consolation and hope to thousands of souls, comforting the sick, ministering 
to the dying and blessing the living. 

Let this truth, dear reader, sink into your mind, that in the far West, 
and in the Northwest, and in the South, and in the Southwest, there are 
hundreds of thinly populated settlements, and a considerable portion of the 
people there are Catholics. They have no church; and a priest visits them 
only occasionally. To these people the Chapel Car will prove a great 
blessing and a God-send. 

The St. Anthony Chapel Car is equipped with everything necessary 
for a long journey over prairie and desert, and through mountainous regions. 
The length of the car is seventy-two feet. It has a seating capacity of 
eighty, and can accommodate a total of one hundred persons. The altar, 
especially made for the car, is so constructed that in its many drawers and 
receptacles may be stored the sacred vessels and vestments. In the center 
of the altar is a large painting of St. Anthony. The candlesticks, crucifix, 
etc., are held in place by screws. The communion railing is movable, and 
when needed can be converted into a confessional. 

The car has a small dining-room and small kitchen completely equipped ; 
the latter is in charge of a cook who is also porter. A number of storage 
boxes and refrigerators are provided to enable the occupants to carry sup- 
plies and provisions for a journey extending over several weeks. No essen- 
tial for comfort, convenience and serviceableness has been overlooked in 
arranging the car. There are two small rooms with sleeping accommoda- 
tions for four persons when en route. The Bishop of the diocese sometimes 
occupies one of the rooms. 

Mr. Petry's generous gift to the Society has proved to be eminently 
successful. We hope that his example will be followed by other wealthy 
Catholics, for there is need for several chapel cars to take systematic care 
of the Catholic families living in isolated places and who can be reached 
by no other means.

Knight of the Equestrian Order of St. Gregory the Great. Donor 
of St. Anthony Chapel Car.

N service a little more than a year, the St. Anthony Chapel Car 
has gone through the dioceses of Wichita, Kansas, and Sioux 
Falls, South Dakota, and visited, all in all, probably fifty places. 
__ In a number of the places visited the Car was the means of start- 
ing a parish, and laying, as it were, the foundation of a chapel to be builded 
by the Catholics residing thereabouts. Suitable building sites have been 
secured and a new impetus has been given to the slumbering Faith of our 
neglected brethren in the out-of-the-way districts. 

It is almost unavoidable, when the priest's visits are rare, that apathy 
sets in. It grows mightier until it reaches a point when it changes into 
indifference to all things religious. This has been the observation of the 
bishops and priests who have traveled with the Chapel Car, who have 
found the conditions all but encouraging. 

Six weeks in the Wichita diocese and eight weeks in the Sioux Falls 
diocese have wrought a wonderful change in bringing people back to the 
Church, and arousing the fervor of others. Rev. T. A. McKernan was in 
charge of the car touring the former diocese and Rev. J. J. O'Neill, assisted 
by Fathers Monaghan and Plante, in the latter. They bear testimony to 
the effective work done by means of the " church on wheels." 

During the hot summer months the car was withdrawn, and so as not to 
stand idle, it was sent East and North and to the Middle West, experi- 
mentally, for the purpose of exhibition. It was stationed in Indianapolis 
during the Convention of the Ancient Order of Hibernians, and was visited 
by fully eight thousand people; at Boston during the Convention of the 
American Federation" of Catholic Societies, and was visited by fully twenty- 
five thousand people. Since then it has made a circuit of the Central 
States, stopping at all towns and cities of important size, and it may be of 
interest to note here the car has more than paid its own way. 

The item of expense, as far as keeping the car in operation in the mis- 
sionary field, has been practically nil. Whether touring the remote districts 
of a diocese, or going the rounds for the purpose of exhibition, not a cent 
of indebtedness was incurred. In other words, the cost of maintaining the 
Chapel Car has been taken care of by the car itself. When on its mis- 
sionary circuit, the Society surrenders the car to the bishop, and the only 
expense incurred by the Society is the wage of the porter, and keeping the 
car in repair. It may happen in small and poor places where there are 
only a few Catholic families, that the contributions may not be sufficient to 
support it. In that case, the bishop, in whose diocese the car is in service, 
is expected to make up the deficit. Would you like to have a little share 
in the merit of the Chapel Car Fund ?

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HERE is in the United States a considerable number of people 
possessed of a goodly portion of material wealth, and, moreover, 
enriched with an ardent religious zeal, who are not loath to 
do good whenever an appeal is made to them.

The example has 
been followed by others, and if you are blessed with a portion of the goods 
of this world, surely the example is worthy of your emulation.

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|HE immortal saying, " In time of peace prepare for war," may 
well be applied to our spiritual welfare. It is only when we 
are in the flesh that we can prepare for eternity. It is only in this 
world that we can lay up treasures for the world to come. 
People who are possessed of ample means wealth that they can not take 
with them when they die invariably dispose of their earthly riches when 
still alive. They realize fully that it is a duty they owe themselves and 
those they leave behind. And in order that there may be no quarreling 
the testator's last will and testament is usually drawn up by a lawyer. 

It is difficult to understand how any Catholic who has been blessed 
through life with gifts, and favors and graces, worldly and spiritual, can 
overlook the fact that it behooves him to think of God and eternity. Our 
immortal soul can be benefited after death, surely, for we have promises 
unnumbered to this effect. 

Mass Intentions are not an unusual form of aiding the souls of the 
departed. The Catholic Church Extension Society, however, gives still 
another opportunity to lay up treasures that will grow until judgment day. 

When we remember that there are hundreds of places in which there 
are no chapels, and thousands upon thousands of people languishing for 
the consolation of the Faith, surely no argument should be needed to 
impress those who have wealth to dispose of, that here is an opportunity to 
be remembered and to do good. 

In June of last year, the Society received its first good-sized legacy, 
when Mrs. Alice Kelley Hobbs, late of Dover, New Hampshire, made the 
Society the residuary legatee of her estate, amounting to over five thousand 
dollars. This amount is now placed to her credit as a founder. 

The following month Miss Rosine M. Parmentier, of Brooklyn, New 
York, whose whole life was spent in doing good, so left her fortune that 
the work she began when she aided the various Catholic charities and 
institutions may now be continued after her death. She left a considerable 
portion of her estate to the work of Church Extension. Mr. Leopold 
Vilsack, of Pittsburg, left $5,000; the Rev. G. H. Brand, $200; the 
Rev. J. I. McAnany, $191.31 ; Mr. Joseph Finnegan, $100. 

We have word from several other persons that the work of the Society 
has already been remembered in their wills. Whatever earthly wealth we 
may now possess, one fact we shall keep in mind constantly that we 
can not take it with us on that long journey unbroken by milestones. 

Legacies constitute a considerable portion of the revenue of non-Catholic 
missionary societies. We of the Faith surely ought to strive to do as well 
in this regard. When making' your last will and testament, and it may be 
well to dp this now, since life at its best is an uncertain thing, do not forget 
the work of the Catholic Church Extension Society, and please use the 
following form: 

" I give and bequeath to the Catholic Church Extension Society of the 
United States of America, an institution incorporated under the laws of the 
State of Michigan, and whose general offices are at present located in the 
City of Chicago, the sum of dollars."

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HE annual report of the Boston Tabernacle Society contains the 
following suggestive passage, setting forth its aims and purposes: 
" While in our large cities the mysteries of our Faith are 
conducted with dignity and splendor, yet, in a large number of 
towns and villages, scattered over the vast expanse of our country, there 
are chapels, little better than barns; and little churches without the sem- 
blance of adornment. There are tabernacles altogether unworthy to receive 
our Blessed Lord. In many places there are barely the essentials for offer- 
ing the Holy Sacrifice, and these essentials chalices, vestments and linens 
are of the simplest and cheapest workmanship, often worn with use and 
unfit for the altar service." 

From the foregoing it can easily be seen that the purpose of the Taber- 
nacle Societies is strictly in keeping with the objects and aims of Church 
Extension. 

Our secondhand Church Goods Department has been collecting old 
vestments, altar linens, missals, statues, etc., and sending them to places 
where they can be used to good advantage. We have had a large number 
of old chalices and ciboriums replated. These have been particularly 
acceptable to priests who have many scattered missions. 

We feel that the Tabernacle Societies of the country can be of great 
assistance to us in the matter of supplying the essentials for Divine Service. 
We know the needs of the poor missions. We have many urgent appeals, 
which we have been forced to disregard for the simple reason that our 
supplies are exhausted. We believe that the Society is the very best clear- 
ing-house for charitable work of this kind. 

The good ladies who devote their efforts to the task of helping poor 
churches can co-operate with us in a very effective way. We suggest that 
they set aside each year, at the close of their annual exhibition, a certain 
number of articles to be turned over to the Society, in order that they may 
be distributed where the need is most urgent. Our organization, by keeping 
in touch with the whole mission field, enables us to determine where the 
distribution can be made to the best advantage. We trust this suggestion 
will be received in the spirit in which it is made. We are all laboring in the 
interest of the poor missions, and intelligent co-operation will, in the long 
run, be productive of the best results.

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SPEAKER at the first meeting of the Society gave utterance 
to the prophecy that, in the course of time, similar Extension 
Societies would be organized in many Catholic countries. This 
prophecy has been fulfilled in part. Our nearest neighbor on the 
North Canada has taken up the work. The Society was formed 
more than six months ago, along the lines of the parent organization. The 
Apostolic Delegate to Canada, Archbishop Sbaretti, is Chairman of the 
Board of Governors, and Rev. Alfred E. Burke, D.D., formerly of 
Alberton, P. E. Island, is President and General Director. The hierarchy 
is represented by Archbishop Begin, Quebec; Archbishop McEvay, 
Toronto, and by Bishop McDonald, of Charlottetown, P. E. Island. Sir 
Charles Fitzpatrick, Sir Alexander Tachereau, and Justice Beck, of 
Alberta, represent the laity. The present headquarters are at Toronto, 
Ontario, and Dr. Burke is in charge of the work at that place. 

The first fruit of the new undertaking is the establishment of a Mission 
College at Charlottetown, P. E. Island. The principal object of this col- 
lege will be to supply priests for the missions of the Canadian Northwest. 
The rapid development, in recent years, of Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and 
Alberta, in fact, of that whole vast territory known as the Canadian North- 
west, has left the bishops of these provinces with many serious problems on 
their hands. The most serious problem, just now, is the shortage of priests. 
The purpose of the Mission College will be to remedy this shortage. In 
the course of time the Canadian Church Extension Society will take up the 
work of building churches, and will do for Canada what our own Society 
is now doing for the United States.

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jjHE aim of the Society is to assist, by prayers and alms, the mis- 
sionaries who preach the Gospel in heathen and non-Catholic 
countries. It was founded in Lyons, France, May 3, 1822, to 
answer an appeal for help from Msgr. Dubourg, Bishop of 
New Orleans. Its organization is very simple. To be a member it is nec- 
essary: 1. To recite daily one " Our Father," one " Hail Mary " and 
" St. Francis Xavier, pray for us." 2. To contribute at least five cents 
monthly to the missions. There are Special and Perpetual Members, and 
deceased persons may be enrolled and share in the merits and prayers of 
missionaries and thousands of Masses offered for their benefactors. 

Although the American missions were the first to receive help, the 
Society soon asserted its Catholic character by assisting the apostolate 
throughout the whole missionary world. To-day it aids more than three 
hundred dioceses and vicariates in America, Asia, Africa, Oceanica and 
the non-Catholic countries of Europe. 

While it aims at helping the whole missionary world, it solicits the 
prayers and alms of the whole Catholic world. Founded in France, its 
administration has remained there, but it has legations in all the countries 
of Europe and the republics of North and South America. The Central 
Direction for the United States is at 627 Lexington avenue, New York 
City. The duties of those delegates are to make the work of the missions 
known to the faithful and collect their alms, which are distributed in accord- 
ance with the desire of the Holy Father, the data of the Propaganda and 
the reports from the Chiefs of Missions. 

The beginnings of the Society were modest. In 1822 it collected 
$4,000; its yearly income is now $1,300,000 and, up to 1908, it had 
distributed to the missions over $75,000,000. Surely a splendid record of 
achievement, and an enduring tribute to the generosity of our people. 

The Society was canonically established by Pope Pius VII. in 1823 
and all his successors have confirmed this judgment and granted spiritual 
favors to its members. In 1 840 Pope Gregory the XVI. placed it in the 
rank of Universal Christian Institutions, and Pope Pius X. recommended 
it to the charity of all the faithful. 

Founded to help the struggling missions of the United States, the 
Propagation of the Faith has been their main support, and there is not a 
portion of the American Church which has not been helped by it. This 
is acknowledged by His Eminence Cardinal Gibbons, writing to the 
Directors of the Society in the name of the Third Plenary Council of Bal- 
timore ( 1 884) : " Gratitude imposes upon us the highly pleasing duty of 
acknowledging publicly the signal services rendered the Church of the 
United States by the Society for the Propagation of the Faith. If the grain 
of mustard seed, sown in the virgin soil of America, has struck deep root 
and has grown into a mighty tree, whose branches spread from the borders 
' of the Atlantic ocean even to the shores of the Pacific, it is owing chiefly 
to the co-operation of this admirable work that we are indebted for this 
happy result."

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HINA, with its semi-barbarous civilization, has many strange 
customs. One of them exists for centuries and its victims are 
innocent children who lose their lives by the thousand, not to 
say by the hundred thousand, from year to year. Our mission- 
aries could not remain indifferent in the presence of such calamities. Imbued 
with the spirit of Faith that teaches that the little ones who die without bap- 
tism will never enjoy the beatific vision on account of original sin, they 
applied the proper remedy by baptizing those helpless victims and thereby 
opening to them the gates of Heaven. 

In order to supply the missionaries with the means to carry out their 
charitable work, the above-named Association was established at Paris in 
the year 1843 by the Right Rev. Charles de Forbin-Jansen, Bishop of 
Nancy in France. Its object is twofold. First, to rally around the Infant 
Jesus our little Christian children from their tender years, so that with their 
increasing years and strength, and in imitation of Jesus their Master, they 
may practice true Christian charity in view of their own perfection. Second, 
that by the practice of charity and enduring liberality, those same little 
Christian children may co-operate in saving from death and sin the thou- 
sands and thousands of little children that in pagan countries like China 
are cast away and neglected by their parents and die unbaptized; to 
procure holy Baptism for those abandoned little ones, and; should they live, 
to make of them craftsmen, teachers, doctors or priests, who all in turn 
will spread the blessings of the Christian religion among their countrymen 
such is the further object of the Association. 

From its very foundation, the Bishops and the Holy See gave their 
approval. By the Brief of July 18, 1856, Pope Pius IX. raised it to the 
dignity of a Canonical Institution, gave it a Cardinal Protector, and recom- 
mended it to all the Catholic Bishops, to be introduced into their dioceses. 

The Association has its general agency in Paris. In the different 
countries there are Central Directors who deliver all contributions to the 
General Agency, which then takes in hand the distribution of the money. 

In nearly every Episcopal See the Association has a diocesan agent 
to whom the Parish Directors are co-ordinated. 

While in the first year its income amounted to only $4,580, it increased 
since that time from year to year until, in 1891, the sum of $703,250 was 
attained. The total receipts from 1843-1907 amounted to about $30,- 
000,000. 

At present over two hundred and thirty missionary districts all over the 
pagan world are the beneficiaries of the Association. Through its exertions 
about fifteen millions of children were baptized. 

It is reckoned that the Holy Childhood now counts over 1 0,000,000 
associates, that it educates over 300,000 children saved from paganism 
and infidelity. For the year 1907 the Society was maintaining 1,171 
orphanages, 7,372 schools for children and 2,480 workshops. Well may 
Pope Pius X. exclaim: " We feel our heart penetrated with the sweetest 
consolation in considering the great utility of your Society of the Holy 
Childhood to the entire world!" (January 16, 1904.)

HE CATHOLIC MISSIONARY UNION is a national 
organization representing the Bishops of the United States, 
which has for its purpose the preaching of the Truths of the 
Catholic Church to the non-Catholics of the United States. 

The spirit of this work is purely explanatory. It banishes all con- 
troversy from its lectures and confines itself entirely to the plain exposition 
of the teachings of the Catholic Church.' It is our settled conviction that 
if the people of America knew the Catholic Church as well as we do, they 
would love her just as ardently as we do. 

The conversion of the American people' becomes then only a question 
of means and missionaries. Give us ample means and abundant mission- 
aries and in a few years the doors of the Church will not be wide enough 
to admit the crowds that will come clamoring for entrance. 

During the few years that this movement has been in existence most 
wonderful and reassuring results have been secured. There are now nearly 
a hundred missionaries in the field preaching constantly to non-Catholics. 
These missionaries have given over a thousand missions to Catholics, hearing 
fifteen hundred thousand (1,500,000) confessions, and they have given 
1,500 missions to non-Catholics, receiving 6,257 converts and placing 
62,500 under instruction, to be received later by the parochial clergy. 

Last year 25,055 converts were received into the Church in the United 
States. 

The scope of the non-Catholic mission movement includes as one of 
its practical purposes the placing in every diocese of a band of good 
preachers made up of the priests who are immediately subject to the Bishop, 
and whose primary occupation is to go into the cities, towns and country 
places, wherever they may gather an audience, and while explaining the 
teaching of the Catholic Church, at the same time arousing sinners to 
repentance and calling them back to the ways of righteousness. The priests 
who are selected for the work are chosen men who have displayed a special 
talent for good preaching, and who, by their solid virtue and spirit of zeal, 
are peculiarly fitted to carry on the work of the apostolate in the way that 
will secure the best results. 

These picked priests are sent by their respective bishops to the Apostolic 
Mission House, where, through a year, or better, two years, they are 
thoroughly trained for their special work. During this time they live in a 
missionary atmosphere with companions who are consecrated to the same 
work. They sit down to write out an entire course of sermons on topics 
that are the great subjects of preaching and are best calculated to awaken 
consciences. They assemble the best arguments to explain and defend the 
teaching of the Church. They go over the whole field of controversial 
literature, so that they may be apt in answering questions that come to them 
in the Question Box. They learn the best methods of giving missions. They 
have the sanction of the great missionaries and saints of the Church. They 
go forth, therefore, thoroughly equipped to carry on the work of giving 
missions. The Apostolic Mission House, at Washington, D. C., is the 
training school of the missionaries.

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SHE INTERNATIONAL CATHOLIC TRUTH 
SOCIETY was organized in Brooklyn, New York, in 1899, 
by the Rev. Wm. F. McGinnis, who is at present the president 
of the organization. 
The Society might, in brief, be defined as a clearing-house for things 
Catholic in the intellectual order, a place to which intellectual needs may 
be brought and from which they will be sent to persons at once competent 
and willing to meet them. The particular objects for which it is formed 
are: To answer inquiries of persons seeking information concerning the 
doctrines of the Catholic Church; to supply Catholic literature gratis to 
Catholics and non-Catholics who make request for the same; to correct 
erroneous and misleading statements in reference to Catholic doctrine and 
morals; to refute calumnies against the Catholic Religion; to secure the 
publication of articles promoting a knowledge of Catholic affairs; to 
stimulate a desire for higher education among the Catholic laity, by printing 
and distributing lists of Catholic books, and otherwise to encourage the 
circulation and reading of standard Catholic literature; and to assist gen- 
erally in the dissemination of Catholic truth. The members and Catholics 
generally, are advised to apply, when necessary, to the Society for infor- 
mation required for the refutation of misrepresentations, calumnies, mis- 
statements of the Catholic position appearing in newspapers, lectures, text- 
books, etc. Such information will be sent to them either in the form of a 
personal communication, or of a pamphlet dealing with the matter in ques- 
tion. 

The Society is governed by a Board of fifteen Directors elected by the 
members of the Society at its annual meeting. The officers of the Society 
are elected by the Board of Directors at their first meeting after the annual 
meeting of the Society. The membership list of the I. C. T. S., at present, 
shows 1 Cardinal, 14 Archbishops, 53 Bishops, 479 priests, 87 women, 
280 laymen and 1 1 4 affiliated societies. There are also about six hundred 
subscribers, who, in return for $1 per annum, receive a pamphlet each 
month. The Society is maintained by the regular annual dues of $5 from 
the members. From bequests and life membership fees of $ 1 00, the 
Society has at present an endowment fund of about $7,000, which has 
been invested in the building at 407 Bergen street, Brooklyn, New York, 
wherein the headquarters of the Society are now located.

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HIS Association, which is about to hold its second annual meet- 
ing in Chicago, on Wednesday, November 1 8, was founded in 
the same city on June 4, 1907. It is composed of pastors in 
charge of Belgian and Dutch congregations throughout the 
United States and of other priests interested in the spiritual and temporal 
welfare of the Catholic immigrants from Belgium and the Netherlands. It 
has recently become known through all the Belgian and Dutch Catholic 
settlements in the country by means of its year-book, in which all can read 
of the origin, aim and development of what promises to be a most effective 
and far-reaching organization for the welfare of this part of the Catholic 
Church in the United States. 

The Rev. Charles Stuer, rector of St. Bavo's Church, Mishawaka, 
Indiana, secretary of the Association, made an appeal in the spring of 1907 
to all priests who are ministering to the people of Flemish or Dutch language, 
to meet and devise means of reaching all immigrants of that class. Strange 
to say, of the three hundred priests in this country who speak that language, 
only a score are working among their own people. This comes from the 
fact that the immigration of Dutch Catholics and Belgians has been com- 
paratively small and very scattered, while, on the other hand, the Belgians 
and Hollanders have always formed a large percentage of the missionaries 
coming to our shores. 

The question formulates itself clearly for every priest of Belgian or 
Holland descent: " How can my ministry be made most profitable to the 
Catholics of this country who are my brothers by the triple tie of religion, 
common origin and language? " The Association of Belgian and Dutch 
Priests gives the answer: " Join hands with us! 

Through the publication of a year-book which is to be widely circu- 
lated in Belgium and the Netherlands, as well as in this country, all Belgian 
and Dutch settlements and parishes are to be described: it is expected that 
in this way the spiritual wants of those people will become known to all 
that may contribute to relieve them. The immigration will naturally be 
drawn to those centers where people of the same nationality have already 
settled and prospered. With the proper understanding between the mem- 
bers of the Society, it may be possible to secure the ministrations of a priest 
of their own nationality to every small community of Belgians and Dutch 
Catholics throughout the States. The membership is now about seventy, 
with Rt. Rev. H. Gabriels, D.D., Bishop of Ogdensburg, New York, as 
patron of the organization. Evidently Father Stuer's words did not fall 
on deaf ears. 

The whole plan may be considered as a branch of the Church Exten- 
sion work to which Society the Association of Priests for the protection of 
immigrants from Belgium and the Netherlands offers its best wishes, a most 
ready co-operation whenever the opportunity may present itself. Surely 
the salvation of souls ought to be a sufficient reason for the largest possible 
activity in so worthy a missionary endeavor.

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pTH the constantly increasing numbers of the Polish Catholic 
Clergy laboring among the hundreds of thousands of their coun- 
trymen in the United States, there was evidenced a necessity of 
a closer union among them. Very many of them having come 
from the " old sod " were confronted with new conditions, and frequently 
were not sufficiently prepared to cope with them. It became plain that 
when at intervals important and grave questions arose they were not per- 
mitted to adjust themselves because of a lack of uniform action of the 
clergy. It was evident that unless a speedy understanding was had, things 
would be going from bad to worse and eventually end in chaos. For these 
and- other reasons a conference of Polish Catholic Clergy was called for 
the purpose of considering means by which the Polish Catholic Clergy 
could not only change the existing conditions, but devise some efficient 
remedy for the future. The conference was held at Toledo, Ohio, Febru- 
ary 4, 1902. It was then and there decided that the only way out of the 
difficulty was to form an organization whose executive board would be 
empowered to cope with the various problems confronting the Poles in gen- 
eral and the Polish clergy in particular. 

Accordingly the Polish Catholic Secular Clergy Association of America 
was organized with a membership of two hundred and ten priests, and the 
following were chosen as the first executive board: Rev.~J. Pacholski, 
Winona, Minnesota, president; Rev. J. F. Szukalski, Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin, secretary; Rev. C. Gronkowski, Chicago, assistant secretary; Rev. 
F. M. Woj'talewicz, Chicago, treasurer. 

As a directive in the aim of the Association, the following by-laws were 
adopted: 

1 . To strive for a uniform school-book system. 

2. To encourage the efficiency of our parochial schools. 

3. To urge co-operation in raising the standard of the Polish clergy 
with the ordinaries of the various dioceses, by encouraging and financially 
aiding Polish youth to the calling of the Holy Priesthood. 

4. To help and co-operate in Forty-Hour devotions and missions 
among the Poles. 

5. To exert all efforts for the purpose of eliminating the spirit of 
narrowness evinced toward the Poles by some of the so-called American 
Catholics. 

Having adopted the above as the basic principles of their Association, 
and being convinced of the incalculable good that could be attained by 
sincere co-operation, it is only just to remark here that the members and its 
executive board have been eminently successful in realizing their hopes. 

Owing to unceasing efforts in bringing about a better condition of 
things, the membership of the Association has steadily increased, and it is 
only a question of time when all the Polish Secular Clergy, with but few 
exceptions, shall deem it an honor to be numbered among its members. 

Meetings of the Association are held bi-annually in the month of 
November, in places designated by the executive board.

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|T. JOSEPH'S SOCIETY FOR COLORED MISSIONS 
was founded by the late Cardinal Vaughan, of London, Eng- 
land, in 1871. Missions for the colored people were opened 
in Baltimore, Maryland ; Richmond, Virginia ; Louisville, Ken- 
tucky ; and Charleston, South Carolina. 

The Mother House was at Mill Hill, England, and the Society in the 
United States continued under its direction up to 1 888, when, by the wish 
of the founder, Cardinal Vaughan, and the consent of Cardinal Gibbons, 
the American Missions were made independent. A Superior for the Mis- 
sions in the United States was appointed and the Mother House was opened 
in Baltimore. 

In 1892, when arrangements for separation were completed, the Society 
had four priests and four missions, with about four more missions attended 
from those. At present the Josephite Order has a well-equipped college and 
seminary for training young men for the Missions, a college for colored 
catechists, an industrial school and home for colored boys, and forty-nine 
priests in charge of thirty-five missions in eleven dioceses. 

The colored people are at the door waiting for the Missionary. The 
only drawback of the Catholic Church to a harvest of converts is the lack 
of men and means. St. Joseph's Society needs both to carry on its work 
successfully. It has not only to educate the Missionary, but also to sup- 
port him on the missions. 

St. Joseph's Society is composed of clergy and laity. Its clergy are 
secular priests ordained in the same way as the diocesan clergy, ad titulum 
missionis. The priests of St. Joseph are essentially Missionaries; hence they 
take the title of their ordination from the missions, and must look to the 
missions for support. 

The object of St. Joseph's Society is to evangelize a race of men alien 
as yet to the Gospel the colored people of the Southern States. The 
bulk of them are strangers to the Gospel. Living amid Christians, they are 
far from being such. Strange disposition of Providence, to save men by 
means of men. 

Human means, human agencies, human hearts and hands are allied to 
God in His peculiar work of saving souls. He would become a Man and 
die for men. He also would use men to save men. Here is the reason of 
St. Joseph's Society.

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SHE BUREAU OF CATHOLIC INDIAN MISSIONS was 
established in 1874 by the Most Rev. Archbishop of Baltimore, 
upon the recommendation, and for and in behalf of, the Catho- 
lic Prelates having Indian Missions within the limits of their 
dioceses, for the purpose of representing before the Government the inter- 
ests and wants of the said Prelates in all matters pertaining to Indian affairs. 
In 1894, the Bureau, as then constituted, was superseded by a new cor- 
poration chartered by an Act of the Assembly of the State of Maryland. 

The principal work of the Bureau is the establishment of Boarding and 
Day Schools among the Indian Tribes, and the procurement from the 
Government and other sources of funds for their support and maintenance. 

Rev. Wm. H. Ketcham was appointed Director of the Bureau in 1 904. 
His experience as a missionary priest among the Indians gives him special 
qualifications for the position he holds. In one place he has built up a con- 
siderable congregation, and under his able guidance the Bureau has built 
churches and schools and established mission stations in a number of 
places among the Indians of the Creek Nation, Cherokee Nation, Seneca 
Nation, Choctaw Nation and among the Wyandottes, Peorias and Miamis 
of the Quapaw Agency. In all missions a goodly number of Indian and 
white converts were received into the Church. 

During Father Ketcham's tenure of office as Director of the Bureau of 
Catholic Indian Missions much has been realized for the Indian Missions 
of the United States, the most important items being as follows : 

The establishing of amicable, even cordial, relations between the Gov- 
ernment and the Bureau, and between missionaries and Government officials ; 

The abolition of the " Browning Ruling," whereby the right to choose 
a school for an Indian child was taken from the parent and vested in the 
Agent; 

The recognition of the right of Catholic pupils in Government Schools 
to attend Catholic services and to receive religious instruction from the 
priest, and the securing of priests for this work ; 

The use of the Indian " Tribal Funds " for the support and education 
of Indian pupils in Mission Schools ; 

The restoration of the " rations " to the children of these schools in 
cases where schools are located on " ration Agencies." 

And the securing of fee simple titles to much of the land occupied by 
missions and schools on Indian reservations.

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|HE " Commission for the Missions Among the Colored People 
and the Indians " was established by a decree of the Third 
Plenary Council of Baltimore. The condition of the Negroes 
up to the emancipation made direct missionary effort among them 
partially impossible. But wherever there were Catholic masters the spiritual 
needs of the Catholic Negro slave were looked after in about the same 
manner as were those of the children of the household. The priest min- 
istered to and cared for all. 

On the first Sunday of Lent in all the dioceses of the United States a 
collection is taken up; the proceeds are transmitted to a Commission for 
our home missions. During the twenty-one years, from A. D. 1887 until 
the end of last year, 1907, $1,711,987.26 has been gathered from this 
source and distributed by the Commission. These missions have received 
during the same period very large sums through the Washington Catholic 
Indian Mission Bureau and from Mother Katharine Drexel. Mother 
Katharine has contributed through the Bureau $719,340.96. This sum 
is not a tithe of her magnificent charities bestowed ,for the religious interests 
of the black man and the red considerable amounts have also been 
raised for the Indian missions by the Preservation Society and the Mar- 
quette League. 

There are in the country about one hundred and seventy churches for 
the Negroes and the Indians, and about the same number of schools and 
charitable institutions. To them more than one hundred priests and several 
hundred Brothers and Sisters are devoting their lives. The Josephites, 
several priests of the Society of the Holy Ghost, the Fathers of the Society 
for African missions and a small number of diocesan priests are occupied 
exclusively with work among the Negroes. Of the twenty-odd Sisterhoods 
who thus employ some at least of their numbers, special mention may be 
made of two congregations of Colored Sisters, the Oblate Sisters of Provi- 
dence and the Sisters of the Holy Family. The Indian missions are for 
the most part cared for by Benedictines, Franciscans, Jesuits, and a con- 
siderable number of secular priests. The Sisters of the Blessed Sacrament, 
founded by Mother Katharine Drexel, are exclusively engaged in the 
Indian and Negro work ; only a few are occupied with the latter. 

Something is being done for our missions among these peoples. But 
what is it when placed beside what remains to be done? Only about one- 
half of our Indians are Catholics. It is with difficulty that we can hold 
our own among them, when so many inducements draw their children to 
schools in which it is almost impossible to maintain over them the necessary 
religious influence. Out of a population of nearly 1 1 ,000,000, there are 
scarcely 1 60,000 Catholic Negroes, and of these largely over one-half 
are found in the dioceses of Baltimore and New Orleans. The amounts 
collected for our missions make but a poor showing beside those of Prot- 
estant missionary bodies. These are facts that the heroic men and women 
who are so lavishly spending . both themselves and their substance in the 
Negro and Indian missions find it hard to bear with, and that ought to 
stimulate generous souls to noble deeds of sacrifice.

colored people, an v d realizing the urgent need of establishing new 
missions in the South; and deploring the Jack of abiding sym- 
ip-pathy and support in regard to the Negroes generally, the 
Archbishop's of the country at their annual meeting in 1906 decided to 
inaugurate a hew missionary endeavor, by the appointment of a Reverend 
Director General whose duties would be "to create and foster the mis- 
sionary spirit among Catholics and lathers in favor of the colored people ; 
preach on this subject in churches and elsewhere, distribute literature and 
form associations in and of the .work." His other duties would be "to 
visit places in which there,, are; churches, schools, missions and other work 
subsidized by the Board, and write a detailed report of each, showing what 
is being done, how the money .^has been expended, and obtain such other 
information as may be useful .sf or the guidance of the Board." 

Accordingly at the next*- meeting of the Board, in 1907, the Rev. 
John E. Burke, who had devoted himself to the colored people of New 
York City for twenty-four years, was chosen Director General, with 
instructions to begin active work in union with the local bishops. He 
received his credentials from the Archbishops in October, 1907. 

On May 1 2," 1 907, the State of Tennessee granted the charter of 
incorporation to " The Catholic Board for Mission Work among the 
Colored People." 

It has been incorporated, that the needs of the Colored Work may be 
brought more fully and more earnestly to the notice of our Catholic people 
and that means may be procured for the establishment of schools and 
churches, particularly in the Southern States. The work of the Board, 
then, is a special effort to propagate the Faith among the colored people. 
It is an organized project, which gives a decided emphasis to our Home 
Missions. 

While we send abroad annually our thousands of dollars, let us care 
for the spiritually starving multitudes at home. It is a case of " not that I 
love Caesar less, but Rome more " not that we should love the foreign 
missions less, but the Home Missions more. This is well-regulated charity. 

For the purpose of revenue, the Rev. Director-General has already 
established with success the Priests' League, composed of Bishops and 
priests who pay $5 annual subscription and agree to celebrate the Holy 
Sacrifice of the Mass once during the year of subscription for the bene- 
factors of the work. The Sisters' League for Religious Communities, who 
pay the $5 annually, and the League of the Laity, whose members pay 
the 25' cents annually, are also well under way.

N compiling the following statistics on " Catholic Chicago," it 
is with a view of assisting the Delegates to the First American 
' Catholic Missionary Congress and the Catholic public at large in 
becoming acquainted with our city and the astounding advances 
made by our Church in this vicinity. It was almost two hundred years 
after the historic pilgrimage of Father Marquette through the Illinois Val- 
ley that the prayers and petitions of the pioneer Catholics of Chicago were 
answered through Bishop Roseti, of St. Louis, who, in May, 1833, 
appointed the Rev. Father Irenaeus St. Cyr to the " mission of Chicago." 
He, with the aid of Catholics and Protestants alike, immediately proceeded 
to erect the first Chicago Catholic church. This building was erected 'at 
the southwest corner of State and Lake streets and was known as St. 
Mary's of the Lake. From this humble beginning we now have the great 
Archdiocese of Chicago, with its 350 or more churches, 180 of which are 
in the City of Chicago. These edifices draw to Divine Worship nearly a 
million and a half souls who are administered to by about 650 priests under 
the guidance of an Archbishop and two Bishops. 

The diocese of Chicago was first created by the consecration of Rt. 
Rev. William Quarter to the Bishopric on March 10, 1844. From the 
time of the creation of the diocese of Chicago it has been noted for the 
stand it has taken toward the furtherance of Catholic education. By the 
untiring efforts of its first Bishop was established a theological seminary, the 
University of St. Mary's of the Lake, and the Sisters of Mercy were 
brought to our midst. 

To further perpetuate the growth of our Church, and to prepare our 
children for their chosen professions in life, we now have almost two hundred 
Parochial schools, one University, and about forty Colleges and Academies, 
besides the numerous Hospitals, Orphan Asylums, Homes for the Aged, 
Reform Schools, etc. The grand and noble work started by our first 
bishop has been carried on with untiring zeal by each of his successors, until 
to-day we have one of the most ideal Catholic school systems in this country. 

Bishop Quarter was succeeded by Rt. Rev. J. O. Van de Velde, and 
it was during his regime that the first Holy Name Cathedral was erected 
in the year 1 849. Bishop Van de Velde was succeeded by Rt. Rev. 
Anthony O'Regan, to whom is accredited the honor of building our famous 
Jesuit churches on the West Side, the establishment of St. Ignatius' Col- 
lege and the purchase of Calvary Cemetery. He was succeeded by Rt. 
Rev. James Duggan, who founded the first Catholic magazine published 
in the West, in the year 1865. Bishop Duggan was succeeded by Rt. 
Rev. Thomas Foley. To him fell the task of, we might say, rebuilding 
the entire diocese of Chicago, which had been practically wiped out by the 
great fire of 1871. He also erected the present Holy Name Cathedral, 
which was dedicated in 1875. 

The rapid growth of the diocese of Chicago was soon noted by the 
Holy See in Rome, and on September 1 0, 1 880, it was raised to the rank 
of an Archdiocese with the Most Rev. Patrick A. Feehan as the first 
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Archbishop. He, like all of his predecessors, devoted almost his entire life 
to the education of the young. Among his most notable works was the 
founding of St. Mary's Training School for Boys, at Feehanville, Illinois. 

Archbishop Feehan was succeeded by his Grace, the Most Rev. James 
Edward Quigley, in January, 1903. It is not necessary for us to state 
here the stand he has taken for the advancement of the Catholic youth and 
the Catholic public at large. In his administration of the Chicago Arch- 
diocese he has shown marked ability as an executive. Strengthening of the 
educational activities among the young, and especially among the young of 
foreign-born citizens, has been a main policy. 

Through the growth of Socialism and demonstrations of anarchy, the 
inability of the State to assimilate properly to American standards the hun- 
dreds of thousands of foreigners flocking to our shores has been shown. 
This function, it has been demonstrated, must be performed by a persistent 
agency, which teaches respect for human regulation as an expression of 
Divine will. The wisdom of Archbishop Quigley has dedicated part of 
the church activity to this task, and its effects, already apparent, will be 
marked within a decade. 

Many parishes have been founded, especially in the foreign settlements ; 
upward of eighty churches have been erected, and more than fifty schools 
built under the direction of Archbishop Quigley, whose aim is to see a 
church and school side by side in every parish. He has established a 
seminary for the early training of young priests, which takes the place of 
the theological college that was discontinued in 1 868. 

Archbishop Quigley has surrounded himself with energetic workers 
and advisers. Soon after taking up the reins of his office he appointed 
Bishop Muldoon, who was in charge of the Archdiocese following the death 
of Archbishop Feehan, as his vicar general, an office for which he was 
eminently fitted by his accomplishments as pastor of St. Charles Borromeo 
parish, where he established one of the model high schools of the city, and 
by experience in the chancery office. Rev. Edmund M. Dunne was the 
choice of his Grace for chancellor, and he, like Bishop Muldoon, has 
relieved the Archbishops of many burdens concomitant with the management 
of so large a charge. 

The first page of Chicago history bears the names of Catholics. Catho- 
lic pioneers conquered the wilderness. Catholic soldiers in Fort Dearborn 
gave protection to the little town that grew up around the blockhouse. From 
the time the town bloomed into a city and the city into a metropolis, Catho- 
lics have been at the forefront of business, political, educational, and 
religious advancement. They helped form the commonwealth into a State, 
and in national councils their voices were heard, as were the voices of their 
forefathers when the nation was born. Shields and Mulligan were among 
the distinguished fellow sons of Illinois on whom Lincoln leaned. In jour- 
nalism no names stand higher than those of Martin J. Russell and Mrs. 
Margaret Sullivan. The architecture of our churches gives the city many 
monuments, and our priesthood has been called to high seats in the Church 
throughout the land. Catholics in positions of executive and judicial impor- 
tance have been numerous and eminent, and have set notable examples of 
honesty and devotion to public duty.
